REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest the rotating and electrical 
connecting device between a transport module of a trolley and work and handling 
devices having a fixed frame that is fitted to the transport module and a hub, a sleeve 
surrounding the hub that rotates about an axis, a first rotating frame that rotates about a 
rotation axis and which drives the sleeve in rotation and is designed to carry at least on 
handing and working device , a second rotating frame that rotates about the sleeve and 
the rotation axis and is designed to carry at least one handling and working device, a 
first plurality of sliding and rotating electrical contact that comprise a first member fixed 
to the fixed frame and connected to at least on external conductive and at least one 
second member fixed to the sleeve and connected to at least one distribution conductor, 
a second plurality of sliding and rotating electrical contacts comprising at least one first 
member fixed to the second rotating frame and connected to at least one distribution 
conductor and at least one second member fixed to the sleeve and connected to at 
least one distribution conductor, a first drive system that rotates the second rotating 
frame about the axis, and a second drive system that rotates the second rotating frame 
about the axis. None of the prior art of record set forth such a device as instantly 
claimed.
